There are 
at present 450 inmates and some of 
them are being confined in the 
dormitories. 

Prison authorities here ate wait- | 
ing instructions from Ottawa and 
it is rumored that the 118 prison-/ 
ers are being interned in a corral. 
Where this inclosure would be sit- | 
uated is not known but it is likely it} 
would be erected at Nelson or with- 
in the penitentiary grounds. 

A new cell block which will ac- 
commodate 180 prisoners is now in| 
course of construction here, but it 
will not be completed until later 
in the year.

INTERVENTION IS DUE. 


Investigation is evidently needed into the 
situation existing at Bellevue, where the police 
were obliged to intervene forcibly between 
Strikers and miners who wanted to work. 

Where force is required to preserve indus- 
trial peace there is need also of a board of 
conciliation. Such conditions do not tend to 
improve if ignored. If the disputants cannot 
agree in applying for a board, the Minister of 
Labor should take the initiative and appoint 
one. 

Industrial affairs are in bad enough state 
already. Official disregard of riotous conditions 
can only make them worse. And the coal 
mining industry in particular needs all the 
assistance that can be given to enable it to 
operate smoothly. 


BACKING OUT. 

Credit for the truce arranged at Shanghai 
evidently goes to Sir Miles Lampson, British 
Minister, rather than to the investigating 
commission which the League of Nations sent 
to the Orient. 

A share of the credit may also be due to Mr. 
Stalin, who has been massing troops along the 
Manchurian border and thus giving Japan 
other things than Shanghai and the Chinese 
boycott to think about. The withdrawal of 
Japanese troops to the limits of the foreign 
concession at Shanghai is quite different from 
the kind of truce Japan was demanding before 
the Soviet troops were assembled on the bor- 
ders of Manchuria. 

The truce appears to give Japan the oppor- 
tunity it has needed, and may have been look- 
ing for, to back more or less gracefully out of 
the Shanghai miscalculation. It will doubiless 
be replaced by a formal treaty, transferring 
Manchuria from Chinese to Japanese control, 
and the Chinese will be left in peace to go on 


With 118 of the nudist cult in jail fer three 
years, and Peter Veregin locked up for a similar 
period, there seems to be an improved prospect 
of peace and quiet on the Doukhobor front. 

There is the disadvantage of course that 
Peter and the disrobers will get out about the 
same time, and may resume their ditferent but 
disturbing activities. Still, a three-year respite 
from Douk. parades on the highways and the 
front pages would be a new and welcome ex- 
perience for the public. And in three years a 

» good deal may happen to both Peter and the 
Pparaders that will make them less prominent 
in future. 

‘ Peter, who is nobody’s fool, will now be able 
to see that it is better policy to tell the truth 
in court, even if one doesn't want to. And the 
Sons of Freedom in jail and out should be able 
to gather that, since they have to wear clothes 
in any case, it is a nearer approach to the 
freedom ideal to wear them outside jail than 
inside. 

What chiefly ails both Peter and the 
paraders ts that they have been molly-codaled. 
Both have been allowed to develop a notion 
that they could be a law unto themselves, It 
was high time to correct that delusion. Having 
started the corrective process it should be 
carried through with firmness. The next step 
will be to round up the school-burners and 
send them down the same road. 


THE CITIES BEAR THE BRUNT. 

The city council suspects that Edmonton 
has been made the “goat” in respect to taking 
care of single unemployed men. 

Aldermen suggested at Wednesday's meeting 
of the council that some outlying riunicipali- 
ties which have reduced their tax rates were 
able to do this because they had shipped their 
unemployed to Edmonton, and thus escaped 
the cost of providing for them. 

There is no room for doubt that the appli- 
cants for relief are and have been centred in 
Edmonton and Calgary, nor that large num- 
bers of these men came into the cities during 
the Jast year from other parts of the province 
which should rightfully be regarded as their 
“homes.” Whether they came of their own 
accord, or at the suggestion of municipal au- 
thorities, the result is the same to the city 
taxpeyer. 

The Dominion and Provincial Governments 
should long ago have laid down the rule that 
relief would be provided to any applicant only 
in the community to which he really belongs. 

Having falled to do that, tliey should equal- 
ize matters by giving to the cities a measure 
of financial assistance based on the recogni- 
Uon that they are being called upon to provide 
relief for the bulk of the single unemployed 
men in the entire province. They should also 
take into account that the cities have been 

| doing this for a whole year.

AFTER McDOUGALD, WHAT? 

Having black-balled McDougald on account 
of his Beauharnois affiliations and activities, 
the Senators at Ottawa may think they have 
re-established themselves in public confidence 
and done all things necessary to assure that 
Senators will not in future allow their personal 
or political interests to interfere with their 
public responsibilities. 

The public may have a different idea, and 
are entitled to have. The Beauharnois dis- 
closures have opened up the whole subject of 
Senators in business. That is a pretty broad 
subject. McDougald and his associates are 
not the only Senators who have been and are 
interested in enterprises based upon conces- 
sions secured from the Government of Canada, 
nor the only ones who have taken and are still 
taking an active part in political activities. 

What is to follow the chasing of McDougald 
into the wilderness and the milder castigation 
of his allies, in the way of re-making the rules 
which govern members of the Senate in their 
relations to business and politics? 

Are Senators to continue to hold stock in 
manufacturing concerns which profit through 
the changing of the tariff? And in mining 
companies which depend upon concessions 
secured from the Ministers? And in railway 
companies which are interested in the securing 
of charters for new lines or in the refusal of 
charters sought by competing railways? And 
are they to go on passing the hat in likely 
quarters for campaign funds with which to 
finance the election of members of the House 
of Commons? 

These are questions to which the public are 
entitled to demand answers. They will find 
the answers in what the remaining Senators 
do, or do not do, to surround themselves with 
restrictions which will prevent them using 
their legislative powers to profit themselves 
and their political friends.

Monday’s Text will be selected by Rev. W. T. H. Cripps, St. Luke’s Anglican Church, Red Deer, 


Health and Diet Advice 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 
FOODS ARE NOT MEDICINES 


Every once in a while somebody attempts to 
classify foods as though they were medicines, 
treating each food as if it were a specific remedy 
for some disease. The other day ! came across a 
book with such a classification. Each food was al« 
phabetically indexed and the disease it was sup- 
posed to benefit followed. For example: Almonds, 
good for weak nerves; 
apples, cure  biliousness; 
apricots, cure worms; as- 
Paragus, cleanses the lungs 
and kidneys; avocados, 
build weight; bananas, in- 
croase strength; beets, build 
blood; blackberries, over- 
come diarrhoea; cabbage, 
grows hair; carrots, over- 
come asthma, and so on 
through the entire list of 
common foods. This is not 
the first list of this kind I 
have seen; probably thou- 
sands have been printed, 
each one varying in regard 
to the disease that the food 
is supposed to cure. 

Doctors at one time had 
the idea that every disease 
ane ons had some specific remedy 

Dr. McCoy if it could only be discover- 
ed Few believe this at the present time. Now even 
the most optimistic doctors could not name over a 
few specific. drugs. Yet this idea that each particu- 
lar food has some special curative property still 
remains. I am convinced that such beliefs are 
largely superstition. 

The only way in which foods caa be considered 
curative is when they supply deficiencies in the 
diet, in the same way that a little aqua pura might 
be considered a remedy par excellence to a man on 
the desert and dying because of thirst. In this case 
we are only supplying something the body needs 
for its functioning. Yet we do not consider excess- 
ive thirst a disease and water as the medicine 
simply because of the very obvious cause and 
effect. There is no doubt that food would help a 
starving man more than all the medicine in the 
world. Ordinary starvation is a very obvious con- 
dition, but there are many cases. of partial star- 
vation which are not so easily recognized. Scurvy 
was at one time a frequent cause of death and suf- 
fering. Every boat or expedition returning from a 
long tkrip had its quota of victims. Now we know 
that this disease is due to a deficiency in the dict 
and that it is caused by a Jack of vitamin C which 
which is so abundant in the citrus fruits and some 
other fresh foods. In this sense only may food be 
regarded as a medicine—when it supplies a de- 
fiency. 

Dieting for disease, however, includes more than 
merely supplying dietetic defiencies; it also consists

such foods as pie, coffee, Cesserts, and candics and 
Starts on a restricted diet. In a few days you begin 
to feel better, but the reason is not so much of any 
medicinal value of your new diet es much as that 
it keeps you away from the excessive use of those 
food mistakes which you were making day after 
da yand which were harming you. The new diet 
is in no sense a cure. In taking an orange juice 
fast for rheumatism, for example, do not consider 
the orange juice cures the rheumatism. This diet 
simply gives the body a chance to cure itself by 
restricting the foods which interfere with normal 
health. 

This reminds me of a doctor who said, “I took 
care of the patient; God healed him.” We should 
regard foods like the doctor; they care for the body 
and feed it while the body’s own inherent healing 
power mends the machinery and gets things in 
good running order again. Once you understand 
the body's wonderful ability to heal itself, you will 
look for foods which allow this healing, mending 
power to go on unhampered. You will then quit 
looking for some miracle medicine or mysterious 
food property which will in some magic manner 
immediately restore health. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Yellow Discoloration of Kye-whites 

Question: Mrs. John T. writes: “The white parts 
around my eyes are discolored with yellow. Can 
this stain be removed? I have heard this is caused 
by not taking enough medicine. The Lord knows I 
have taken plenty and I still have this yellow 
color.” 

Answer: The common cause of yellow discolor- 
ation of the whites of the eyes is from retention of 
bile in the blood. Bile should only be found in the 
liver, gallbladder and intestines. It is poison to the 
body when absorbed by the blood and makes the 
skin and whites of the eyes look yellow. 

Hard to Reduce on College Fare 

Question: Miss Dorothy D. writes: “We are two 
girls attending college and it is impossible for us 
to diet because we live in a dormitory. Would it 
help to stop eating bread? We want to reduce about 
ten pounds and any help you can give will be ap- 
preciated.” 

Answer: I presume you are living in a dormit- 
ory where you all eat at the same table and are 
forced to eat whatever is served. I recently looked 
over the menus advocated by several hundred col- 
leges and was very disappointed, as it is quite evi- 
dent that the superintendents of our modern educa- 
tional institutions know very little about food 
chemistry, if I were to judge by the sample menus 
which were sent to me. It might be better if you 
could arrange to buy your meals wherever you 
wish, or get a small apartment where you could 
Prepare your own meals. If this is not possible 
about all you could do is to avoid using the rich 
Pastries, gravies, etc., taking instead extra helpings 
of non-starchy cooked vegetables and salads.

Germany had heavy obligations to | 


meet. Had Germany been per- 
mitted to sell her goods abroad, 
unobstructed by tariffs, or against 
normal revenue tariffs, the tre- 
mendous capacity of these people 
would have been applied to pro- 
ductive effort, goods would have 
moved out, the debts would have 
been settled. Because Germany 
could not ship goods in payment 
she attempted to meet the situa- 
tion in another way by reducing 
imports, hence the increase in 
tariffs. Because Germany raised 
her tariffs Brazil could not sell 
her coffee in Germany, Canada 
could not sell her wheat. Cof- 
fee was the staple crop of Brazil 
as was wheat of Canada, and so 
Brazil and Canada found diffi- 
culty in meeting obligations. 


| Brazil, of course, was in a much 


worse position than Canada, — 
her bonds could not be met, Bra- 
zilian currency depreciated. The 
dividends on “Brazilian,” a stock 
largely held in Canada, could not 
be paid to Canadian stockholders. 
The spending power of these 
stockholders became less and so 
they bought less from Canadian 
manufacturers, imported less from 
the United States and Europe, 
and in consequence these coun- 
tries bought less from us, and the 
circle of evil was complete. This 
is only one single thread of the 
vast skein of international com- 
merce,

Three adults in the physiolog- 
ical laboratory were found to have 
increased this rate after a long 
fast. When they resumed eating, 
their tissues consumed about as 
much as those of youth of fifteen. 
As far as the basal metabolism 
went, they were nearer twelve 
than forty. 

The experiments have proved 
also, that prolonged fasting in- 
creases the serretion of gastric 
juice after eating is resumed and 
the body has regained normal 
weight. 

Dr. Carlson, who has himself 
submitted to the experiment, says 
fasting is not painful. He carried 
on his work while fasting, and 
though he grew somewhat weak, 
due to the lack of the stimulating 
influences of carbohydrate foods, 
regularly consumed, there was no 
pain or mental reaction. 

The precise mechenism by which 
prolonged fasting induces changes 
of gastric secretion and metabolic 
rate in the body is as yet un- 
known, says Dr. Carlson. “We are 
sure, however, that fasting brings 
the tissues back to more youthTul 
condition as measured by the 
basal metabolism, and _ therein 
lies the great value of fasting in 
the cure of disense."---N. Y. World.

Belland Tells Remarkable’ 


Story in Defending Ac- 


tion to Annul Marriage 


Counter-charging in his evid- 
ence that his wife had been sent 
to the mental hospital at Ponoka 
by her brothers ror their own 
Purposes and not for her own 
Good, Joseph Elcic Belland told a 
remarkable story in his evidence 


before Mr, Justice Ford on Friday 
afternoon. Belland is defending 
an action brought by Jos. Bros- 
scau, well known farmer and 
merchant of St. Paul, to have his 
sister's marriage to Belland an- 
nulled on the ground that she 
was not mentally competent at 
_ time of the marriage, on Oct. 

Belland is aged 42, his wife is 
@xed 51, and the suggestion was 
made in the suit that Belland mar- 
tied the woman for her money, 
knowing that she was of unsound 
mind. This Belland vigorously de- 
nied. In his letters to members of 
the Brosseau family he professed 
sincere affection and a desire to 
free his wife for her own happi- 
ness 

Asked point-blank by J. H. Ogil- 
vie, one of the counsel for the Bros- 
keau family, if he loved the wornan 
deeply, Belland replied: “Deep 
enough to wish to marry her.” 


DENIAL GIVEN 


He gave an emphatic denial to a 
suggestion of counsel that he had 
tried to secure a transfer of some of 
her property to himself. To Mr. Jus- 
fice Ford, who rebuked counsel for 
making the suggestion unless he 
was prepared to follow it up with 
evidence, Mr. Ogilvie frankly ad- 
mitted that he had been unable to 
obtain evidence supporting the sug- 
gestion.

“From my knowledge of her I do 
not think she ought to have been 
put in the mental hospital. She 
scemed normal fn every way to me. 

“She told me that she had 
wanted to be married for the past 
20 years, but thatthe brothers 
objected. She told me about a love 
affair she had as a young woman. 
So we arranged to get married on 
October 17.” 

Belland told of taking Miss 
Brosseau by car to Edmonton and 
elsewhere calling on relatives. At 
each place he lived in another 
hotel to that in which she lived. He 
told of their being refused mar- 
riage by Father Roland at St. Paul 
and of going to the Anglican par- 
onage instead, 


UNDERSTOOD MARRIAGE 

“I have no doubt in my mind 
whatsoever that she understood the 
nature of the marriage
